Control of hurley tobacco production by 
poundage alone, us recommended by a Farm 
Bureau study committee, would have one dis 
inct advantage—farmers could use more land 
and les- chemicals and fertiiiers and produce 
a higher quality leaf, a type that most observ¬ 
ers think would enable manufacturers to make 
and sell a safer cigarette. In the present acre¬ 
age control setup, farmers naturally want to 
grow all Uie leaf they can, and they use plenty

The anti-vote from Tennessee 
killed the proposal each time. 

The farm bureau resolution 
already had oe<-n approved by 
county. Farm Bureau organi¬ 
zations in each of Tennessee’s 
95 counties, about half of 
which are hurley growers. It 
was seen as a compromise 
hammered together becaus", 
as the resolution said, “we are 
faced with a crisis in the bur- 
lev tobacco program and as 
a result in a downturn in con¬ 
sumption.” 


President iNixon tms week 
signed Congress’s recently-pass-1 
ed 1970 farm bill. Congress had 
consumed nearly a year in fin¬ 
alizing the many parts of the 
new bill. 

As finally enacted the bill 
limits subsidy payments to 
$55,000 per crop per individual 
These payments are for hold¬ 
ing land from production. There 
was no limit under the old law.

No-tillage, sometimes called 
zero tillage, means that seed 
is planted directly into a cov¬ 
er of crop residues blanketing 
the entire field. In one trip 
across the field, the farmer 
simultaneously plants the seed, 
puts on fertilizer, and adds 
herbicides. 

Only ten percent of the sur¬ 
face soil is disturbed in the 
whole operation. In Ohio field 
tests, the switch from conven¬ 
tional methods to no-tillage 
reduced soil losses from 7.8 
tons per acre to .03 tons per 
acre. 

Our soil is one our most 
precious resources. With this 
and other conservation prac¬ 
tices applied to our farming, 
we can reduce soil loss by 
erosion.
